The odd thing 
to me is that the farmers of the central 
west do not mnko nueli a kick that the 
representatives of Hint section would he 
compelled to take notice of it. Neith- 
er have I noticed Ril.vlhintf about it in 
the newspapers. 
If it is a matter of 


vital imnortnnro to nil the people of (his 
section for if the farmers here suffer 
li.v reason of thnt scheme all of tlic peo- 
ple will suffer financially." 


"•What would I suggest? 
Why the 


snaie plnn adopted by the Tanners of 
this country. You know thnt when n 


1 farmer 
has a piece 
of swampy land 


and had no outlet, he induced neighbors 
whn were in the same predicament to 
join with him in f'irminjj a drainage 
district. They constructed n cannl or 
system of canals and tiled into the 
dUchcs they made. They levied assess- 
ments ngainst their lands to pay the 
cost and thnt becnme a lien on rhe prop- 
erty, the same as their taxes were a 
lien. That is what tho fellows in the 
west should do nnd the people of this 
country should make it their business to 
see that congress does not give the west- 
ern man snob favorable legislation na 
will handicap the people of this section 
or tiny other section."
